A reason is not far to 
seek, The greatest land masses are 
in the northern half of the world, and 
without large land areas long rivers 
are impossibte. The smaller contt- 
nents of Australia and Europe are 
hot represented in the dozen. Simflar- 
ly, the reason for the longest rivers 
flowing to-the north and east is that 
the longest continental slopes extend 
in those directions. 

Highways of Civilization. 

“The Yangtze and the Mississippi 
are lined with wealthy cities largely 
because of thelr !ncation in the Tem- 
perate zone. The tropic Amazon, 
Niger, and Congo are too hot; the 
Mackenzie and the Siberian rivers are 
too cold for the favorable growth of 
towns. The Nile vaHey beyond Cairo 
is a mere strip of green from fifteen 
to thirty miles wide between two 
burning deserts. The Hwang is too 
variable in its habits to encourage 
navigation or river ports, 

“From the earliest times these tong 
rivers have furnished high roads for 
the exploration of continental in 
teriors. Nero sent an expedition to 
discover the headwaters of the Nile 
which failed to reach its objective. 
Russian penetration of Siberia fol 
lowed the great river beds.

BABY TROT? YES, 
AND SINGLEFOOT! 


Crawling Infants Don’t Pace 
Like Dogs and Cats. 


Baltimore, Md.—Crawling babies do 
not pace, they trot. This disputed 
point has at last been shown by the 
camera, with the co-operation of a 
group of babies, at the psychological 
laboratory of Johns Hopkins univer. 
sity. 

Bables from six months to seven- 
teen months old, u cat, and a bulldog 
were the subjects in the demonstra- 
tion of walking technique. Each baby 
{n turn was placed on the floor. In 
front of it a celluloid doli, a red rub- 
ber ball, or a sbiny watch was dragged 
alluringly by a string, and as the baby 
set out after the toy, the camera 
ground out its pictures. 

Reports of the experiment, just re- 
ported by Dr. Lenoir H. Burnside, 
show that bables are much more indi- 
vidual in their ways of getting around 
in the werld than older people are. 
Speaking generally, u human being’s 
first attempts at locomotion are mere- 
ly struggling forward with much 
floundering and waving of arms and 
legs. 

Later, the baby’s arms begin to 
work, left, right, in alternating 
rhythm, while his legs are still 
dragged or hitched after him in most 

‘unrhythmic fasion. Then he begins 
to carry his abdomen clear off the 
floor, and at last he develops a teft, 
right’ motion of his legs, alternating 
them with his arms. 

The dog and cat moved along the 
floor in a pacing gait, the weight of 
the body being borne by the two legs 
on one side, and then by the two legs 
on the opposite side. But all of the 
babies trotted, keeping their weight 
balanced diagonally between a leg on 
one side and an urm on the other, 
though some of the younger crawlers 
singlefooted.

In 
the Third century B. ©, when they 


were carved, artillery consisted of f 
huge cross-bows or long. wooden armg | 
swung on counterweights, which could 


send stones and heavy darts whizzing 


through the air for considerable dis. 


tances. About 900 of these stone 
“eannon balls” were found. They 


range in caliber between five and six- 


teen inches, and in weight between
